Saddam’s regime said target

RECENT violent clashes be- 
tween the Iraqi army and Kurd- 
ish rebels in the north and Shi- 
"ite groups in the south of Iraq 
suggest a “grand plan™ by oppo- 
sition groups to topple Saddam 
Hussein’s regime and are likely 
to intensify, a senior Israeli offi- 
cial monitoring Iraq said. 

The official said that both Is- 
raeli and US intelligence are 
closely monitoring events in 
Iraq which, according to esti- 
mates in both countries, are 
likely to accelerate if UN-im- 
posed economic sanctions re- 
main in effect. 

The UN Security Council is 
scheduled to convene next Mon- 
day to review the sanctions im-

posed following the Gulf War in 
1991. The official said that Sad- 
dam is refraining from using ex- 
cessive force against the rebel- 
lious groups in an effort to 
convince the UN that Iraq is 
complying with the sanctions.

Damascus’s sprouting satellite dishes 
make Western news sources less remote 


ONE of the most visible new things in the Syrian 
capital is the proliferation of commercial satellite 
dishes, a development that could portend increased 
openness in a regime that has always strictly con- 
trolled the information its citizens receive. 
Western diplomats insist that at least 10,000 such 
dishes have sprung up within the last year or so 
throughout Syria, with some even putting the figure 


at over 100,000. 


This means that people who for decades got infor- 
mation only from official pronouncements can now 
choose from over 40 stations, including CNN, the 
BBC, the London-based Middle East Broadcasting

THE US may be embarking 
on a two-tier format to try to 
revive the stalemated Israeli-

Louis Bernstein remembered for devotion to community 


RABBI Lonis Bernstein, a prominent figure 
in American Orthodox communal life who 
died on Sunday, was remembered as a man 
who served the broader Jewish community 
while remaining close to his own congregants.

Germany and the United 
States talked about how coun- 
tries must learn to help them- 
selves. They underlined the im- 
portance of human rights in the 
presence of several leaders who 
have been widely criticised in 
the West for abusing their 
positions. :

War has offered a unique chance 
for global cooperation. there was 
also a recognition at the summit 
that. with the old certainties of 
East-West division gone. ethnic 
conflicts and other problems pose 
new threats. 

There seemed to be few com- 
mon interests. Countries are ei- 
ther keen to hold on to their 
wealth or increasingly desperate 
to get a slice of shrinking foreign 
aid budgets. 

The United States and West-

and the ills of urban society. 

The countries of Eastern Eu- 
rope and former Soviet republics 
want more help and openly ex- 
pressed concern that they could 
be left out if all the cash goes to 
Africa, Asia and Latin America.

Crews were trying to rescue one of four cars 
that drove into a rain-swollen creek when a 
bridge on the state's main north-south road- 
way collapsed near the community of Coa- 
tinga, in central California. 

‘The car was found buried in mud more than 
a kilometer from the collapsed bridge, Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol Officer Karen Barrows 
said.

First US astronaut to be 
space launched with Russians 


BAIKONUR (AP) -- Four shut- 
tle launches haven't dulled the 
rush of liftoff for NASA astro- 
naut Norman Thagard, who is to 
become the first American to ride 
into space aboard a Russian 
rocket. 

The launch “will be a real thrill 
for me,” Thagard told reporters 
yesterday on the eve of the mis- 
sion, seated next to his Russian 
crewmates behind a glass wall to 
protect them from germs. 

Thagard, a four-time space 
shuttle flier, will join an illustri- 
ous group of space travelers who 
have departed Earth from this 
Jaunch pad at the once-secret 
Baikonur Cosmodrome in the 
steppes of Central Asia. 

Yuri Gagarin, first man in 
space. Valentina Tereshkova. 
first woman in space. Alexei 
Leonov, first spacewalker. 
Laika. first dog in space. They all 
left from here. 

Thagard, Vladimir Dezhurov 
and Gennady Strekalov, and 
their backup crew, appeared be- 
fore a Russian space commission 
yesterday, assuring officials 
they're ready for their three- 
month mission aboard space sta- 
tion Mir. 

Launch was tentatively sched- 
uled for 0613 GMT today.

A diesel train pushed Tha- 
gard’s rocket, laying horizontally 
on a green flatbed railroad car, 
down 1.6 km of track.

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Gore raises Baltic states’

TALLINN (AP)-US Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore yesterday raised 
the three Baltic states’ hopes for 
NATO membership, but cau- 
tioned that Russian interests 
must be taken into account. 

Speaking to a crowd of 7,000 
people, Gore renewed the pledge 
of unwavering US support for the 
region. 

“No outside power should ever 
again cast 2 veto on your future,” 
he told the enthusiastic audience, 
which braved sub-freezing tem- 
peratures to hear his speech in 
Tailinn’s main square. 

Gore added: "Ὕσυ must not be 
consigned to a gray zone of fear 
and uncertainty.” 

The Baltic states -- Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania — have been 
concerned about a possible resur- 
gence of Russian aggression. 

They bristle at any suggestions 
the United States and other 
Western countries may be willing 
to cede them back into Moscow's 
“sphere of influence.” * 

While thankful for Washing- 
ton’s long-standing support for 
Baltic independence, leaders 
have expressed nervousness at a 
recent US tendency to focus on 
Poland, Hungary, the Czech Re- 
public and Slovakia in talking 
about potential NATO members.

PARIS (AP) - Greeted with 
fanfare at the presidential pal- 
ace, Fidel Castro declared yes- 
terday that his visit to France 
marked the end of “apartheid” 
imposed by the West on Cuba 
for 36 years. 

“This morning, touching 
French soil, I said to myself, 
‘This is it. Apartheid is over’,” 
Castro told President Francois 
Mitterrand during lunch at the 
Elysee Palace. 

Later, in a passionate speech 
at UNESCO, Castro accused 
the United States of trying to 
Gominate the world and de- 
nounced its embargo of Cuba as 
a “criminal blockade” that vic- 
timizes children, women and the 
elderly. 

Outside the UNESCO buil- 
dling, about 40 or 50 protesters 
assailed Cuba’s human rights re- 
cord and demanded the release of 
political prisoners. 

“It hurts me that Castro is re- 
ceived by UNESCO when he’s 
got numerous artists in jail,” said 
a protester, Jordana Lazaro. 

Castro. one of the world’s last 
communist leaders, received a 
trumpet-and-drum fanfare as he 
arrived at the Elysee Palace and 
reviewed colorfully unformed 
Republican Guardsmen. It was 
the first time he had been a guest 
of one of the major Westem 

WETS. 

Mitterrand clasped his hands 
for several moments as photogra- 
pbers and TV crews recorded the 
encounter between two of the 
world’s longest-serving heads of 
State. 

Castro, 68, took power in 1959, 
Mitterrand, 78 and ailing with 
cancer, ends his 14-year presi- 
dency in May. 

Officially, Castro's three-day 
visit comes at the invitation of 
UNESCO, and is not classified as 
a State visit. But his itinerary in- 
cludes meetings with many of the 
most powerful people in France.

A state of emergency 
declared by the late Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi in the 1970s, which suspended many consti- 
tutional freedoms, is still regarded by Indians as 
the darkest hour of their post-colonial history.

Egypt’s president Nasser be- 

gan ἃ process of confronta- 
tion with Israel that ended in war 
and tragedy for his country. 

In the face of economic failure 
and domestic opposition, he 
looked for a foreign policy vic- 
tory to strengthen his regime. Af- 
ter closing the Straits of Tiran, 
Nasser ordered the removal of 
the UN baffer force. These 
moves drew massive support in 
the Arab world, and he contin- 
ued by mobilizing troops along 
the Israeli border, and creating a 
joint military command with Syr- 
ia and Jordan. 

Encouraged by the (gov- 
ernment-organized) demonstra- 
tions which cheered his threats, 
and swept away by his own rheto- 
Tic, Nasser pledged to renew the 
war of destruction against Israel. 
However, instead of the easy vic- 
tory he had expected, this con- 
frontation led to Israel's preemp- 
tive attack and the destraction of 
the Arab armies. 

In the last few months, Egypt 
has pursued policies and acted in

The Mubarak government has 
launched a concerted campaign 
to demand that Israel alter its 
nuclear policy, despite the re- 
peated and clear Israeli rejection 
of any such changes under exist- 
ing circumstances. 

Ignoring the broad acceptance 
of Israeli policy around the 
world, Egypt is also seeking to 
gain enough among Areb 
and nonaligned states to block

JUDGES” salaries would rise by 
40% or more, according to ἃ pro- 
posal likely to be adopted by the 
Knesset Finance Committee. 

Though the committee de- 
ferred its vote yesterday to obtain 
additional data, most MKs said 
they favored a compromise pro- 
posal by chairmen Gedalya Gal 
(Labor). The increase requested 
by Supreme Court President 
Meir Shamgar could have totaled 
as much as 200%. 

The judges claim they have not 
gotten a raise for years, and say 
many lawyers do not want to be- 
come judges because the salary is 
50 low. 

According to figures published 
by Gal, however, judges are by 
far the highest paid public offi- 
cials, Shamgar eams NIS 29,340 
and Deputy Supreme Court 
President Aharon Barak earns 
NIS 26,380, compared to 
NIS 24,942 for President Ezer 
Weizman. 

Ordinary Supreme Conrt jus- 
tices earn NIS 19.046 -- more

Rabin, who eams NIS 16,023 -- 
and district court judges, at 
NIS 14,649, earn more than cabi- 
net ministers, at NIS 14,280. 

Furthermore, many of the ad- 
ditions the judges are demand- 
ing, such as car allowance, were 
included in the judges’ base sala- 
ry in 1979. 

“All these components were 
added to their salaries at that 
time so the judges wouldn’t come 
to the Finance Committee any- 
more,” said Dan Tichon (Likud), 
who, with Michael Eitan (Lilod), 
was one of the only opponents. 
“But MKs don’t like to disagree 
with judges. Therefore, MKs 
shouldn't discuss judges’ 
salaries.”’ 

Tichon said an independent 
public commission should be set 
up to deal with the issue. But 
most MKs disagreed. 

“Judges need to earn more 
than any other sector, because a 
judge needs to be completely fi-

Meshulam appeals conviction

UZI Meshulam and 10 of his follow- 
ers yeSterday appealed their convic- 
tions to the Supreme Court, arguing, 
that their trial was unfair. 
Meshulam was convicted in Tel 
Aviv District Court of interfering 
with a policeman in the line of duty, 
attempted assault, illegal weapons’ 
possession, threats, disrupting ἃ tri- 
al, and willfully endangering human 
fife on the roads. He was sentenced 
to eight years in prison, and his 
followers received sentences rang- 
ing from 15 months to 4% years. 
The appeal charged that the trial 
was unfair for two main reasons. 
One was a series of procedural deci- 
sions made by the judge, including 
his refusal to delay the start of the 
trial though Meshulam had switched 
lawyers only four days before, his 
Tefusal to provide two state-appoint- 


ed lawyers to assist on the case, and 
his refusal to let the lawyers tape the 
trial. These decisions, Meshulam's 
lawyers said, made it impossible for 
them to prepare properly. 

— The‘other main reason was that 
Meshulam and his followers were 
absent for most of the trial. Al- 
though this was at their own request 
—and the judge said they were wel- 
come to notify him if they changed 
their mind -- it is nevertheless 
against the law for a felony case to 
be conducted in the absence of the 
accused, the appeal argued. 

The appeal also charged that the 
prosecution failed to give the de- 
fense all the relevant material, and 
that the prison staff i a court
